Such a Proposal Needs Serious Thought 
Laff-A-Day 
The Nation Today 


All of us here in Washington C. H. and 
Fayette County as well as people all over 
our whole state and nation, should be giv­ 
ing some sober thought to the proposals 
being brought forward at this time to pro­ 
vide a four - day work week. 
Whether we like the idea or not, this 
plan which m o s t people formerly regard­ 
ed as rather ridiculous, has become a full- 
fledged proposal brought out by some 
groups as one way to end the present so­ 
called “recession.” 
The danger behind it lies in the future. 
Once this is started and generally accept­ 
ed for a time, there probably will be future 
pressure to make it a permanent thing, 
with demands that pay for four days 
should be as much as for a former full 
week’s work. 
This brings up the question whether 
Americans are actually beginning to insist 
upon too much leisure time for their own 
good. 
As a temporary “em ergency” measure 
it might help get more of industry back 
toward full time production, but unless 
well controlled and understood to be only 
temporary, it might result in a demand 
that everyone should not work as much as 
they have been used to doing. 
If we desire to protect the standards 
which have helped our country to become 


outstanding in the world, we must remem 
ber that it was ambition and the desire to 
work on the part of most people which 
brought this about. 
Most ideas for great change take root 
a n d grow in periods of crisis, whether 
such crises be real or imagined. Some­ 
tim es such changes prove for the better, 
other times just the reverse. 
There’s little denying that the trend has 
been toward a shorter work week. Auto­ 
mation in some industries is having a 
great impact on the labor force. Further­ 
more, the population is steadily increasing 
creating a greater demand for jobs. 
Many factors will have to be taken into 
consideration before the four - day work 
week becomes an accepted part of our 
economic pattern. For one thing, workers 
will have to be educated to utilize their ad­ 
ditional leisure time in a constructive 
manner. If the extra non - working hours 
are spent in idleness there may be an in­ 
crease in crime and a further deteriora­ 
tion in our standards of social behavior. 
The proposal, now that it is being push­ 
ed, may require a great deal more study 
than the average person thinks. Perhaps 
eventually we’ve got to consider it, and we 
might as well get started now. Such a rev­ 
olution in daily living does not come hasti­ 
ly and surely needs examination from all 
angles. 


Rock 'n' Roll Irks Jazz Fans 


NEW YORK CW—Sorrow comes 
in time to many fine old fami­ 
lies. But the tragedy that has be­ 
fallen Louis and Elaine Lorillard 
of Newport is indeed almost un­ 
bearable. 
Their only two children — Pi­ 
erre, 8, and Didi, ll — are rock 
’n’ roll fans. 
“ We are doing our best to con­ 
vert them ,” said Elaine brave­ 
ly, “ but so far we have had no 
hick.** 
What makes her plight even 
■lore ironic is that she and her 
husband, an agile offshoot from 
the proud old Lorillard tobacco 
tree, are p e r h a p s America’s 
leading missionaries for a pre­ 
rock ’n’ roll type of music—the 
one known as jazz. 
In fact they are famous for 
having brought jazz to Newport, 
the sedate Rhode Island seaside 
resort where they dwell in 
a 
mansion so large Mrs. Lorillard 
Bever has found 
enough free 
time to count its rooms. 
Until 1954 the most notable mu­ 


sic in Newport was the soft 
slap of surf on sand, the genteel 
murmuring of hardening arteries 
and the vague noises of dear old 
ladies reading the 
novels 
of 
Henry Jam es aloud to cure their 
insomnia. 
But in that year the Lorillards 
staged the first of a series of an­ 
nual jazz festivals there. 
The barriers of the Old Guard 
—their lorgnettes — were raised 
at once in an icy wall against 
the invasion. 
“The resentment 
wasn't 
so 
much against the music, as the 
fact the town was overrun all at 
once by 3,000 visitors,” s a i d 
Elaine. 
“ But the tradespeople 
were happy. 
“We were boycotted for a time 
occasionally, in a very s u b t l e 
way. I think that’s all over now, 
but frankly I don’t care.” 
The truth is that many of the 
Old Guard have swung the other 
*ay. Many are looking forward 
to the fifth jazz festival this sum­ 
m er, at which 60.000 visitors are

expected. 
It will be featured by a spe- 
ically 
c r e a t e d 
international 
youth band, made up of young 
jazz musicians from 17 foreign 
countries, including two from be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. Its con­ 
cert will be recorded by the 
Voice of America and broadcast 
overseas. 
“This should be very excit­ 
ing,” said Mrs. 
Lorillard. “ To 
many Europeans jazz is the only 
form of culture America has pro­ 
duced.” 
Elaine, a pretty blonde 
who 
wears blue sunglasses ( w h a t 
other color would be suitable in 
Newport) and a diamond 
ring 
that would blind an owl at mid­ 
night, is now 
known 
by 
the 
trumpet-tooting set as “the First 
Lady of Jazz.” 
It was a common interest in 
this form of music that sparked 
the romance of Elaine and Loril­ 
lard. They met in Europe during 
World War II. She was a Red 
Cross worker. He was a major. 


Throw Dem Bums Out! 


A major difficulty facing im ­ 
migration and other authorities 
is to get out of the coun t r y 
those who came into it illegally, 
or those who, having been ad­ 
mitted, abused their stay. 
Most countries behind the iron 
curtain, for instance, do not ac­ 
cept 
such 
expellees, 
w h i c h 
means that they remain in t h e 
United States because they have 
•owhere to go. 
One case now pending has at­ 
tracted considerable attent i o n. 
William Heikkila was admitted 
Bt New York for permanent res­ 
idence on June 9, 19U6. He reg­ 
istered as an alien on Dec. 12, 
1940, admitting 
membership in 
the Communist party. Although 
he had been in the U n i t e d 
States since 1906. he first ap­ 
plied for naturalization at San 
Francisco on June 13, 1945. This 
application is still pending. 
An effort was made on Jan. 
4, 1948, to deport him as an al­ 
len member of the Communist 
party. Heikkila a p p e a I ed to 
courts; appeals rejected. He was 
given a deportation hearing by 
the Immigration and Naturaliza­ 
tion Service which on Dec. 16, 
1949, ordered him deported. The 
Ninth Circuit Court of A p peals 
overruled prior court 
decisions 
and deportation hearings started 
•ll over again. 
Thereupon commenced lengthy 
proceedings in courts, in hear­ 
ings 
before the I rn rn igration 
Service, year by year, lasting 
from 1948 to the present, for a 
period of IO years. 
The Heikkila case has b e en 
before the Supreme Court of the 
United States s e v e r a l times: 
Sept. 3, 1952, he filed an appeal 
with the United States Supreme 
Court; March 16, 1953, the Su­ 
preme Court dismissed his ap­ 
peal; April 27, 1953, his petition 
for a rehearing was denied by 
the United 
States S u p r e m e 
Court After going through other 
courts, he files a certiorari to 
United States Supreme C o u r t ; 
May 16, 1955, certiorair denied. 
On May 17, 1955, Heikkila hay- 
log exhausted every j u d i c i a1 
■leans, started all over a g a in 
with the immigration authorities. 
He had had his day in court, he 
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had lost. 
On Oct. 26, 1955, after a hear­ 
ing he was again ordered de­ 
ported. Again the appeals start­ 
ed. It was as though there had 
never be*n any appeals before. 
as though his case had not gone 
all the way up to the U n i ted 
States Supreme Court and h a d 
been rejected. 
Heikkila or his lawyers have 
actually worked out a new gim­ 
mick in the law, namely, they 
go back to the starting p o i nt 
after each defeat and go right 
through the same judicial pro­ 
cess up to the United S t a t es 
Supreme Court. This can go on 
forever or as long as the guy 
lives and has money to h i r e 
lawyers. 
The only practical way for the 
immigration authorities to func­ 
tion is to seize the expellee the 
moment he is without judic i a I 
protection and literally give him 
the bum’s rush. This was done 
in the cases of Michael Spinella, 
Joseph Accardi and Giuseppe Ga 
gliano. Spinella, a proved racke­ 
teer, was ordered deport e d by 
Attorney General McGranery. 
On June 30, 1957, 493 orders for 
deportation had not been execut­ 
ed. T h e Immigration S erv ice 
comments in its 1957 report: 
. But the troublesome cases 
are those where deportat i o n is 
delayed and delayed. One major 
problem is the refusal of coun­ 
tries to issue travel documen t s 
fo * deporafon. M ire than half of

Diet and Health You re Poor Sleeper? 
Redecorate Bedroom

IT S ABOUT time for your 
annual spring housecleaning and 
decorating chores. 
Certainly I am no interior 
decorator. But I’d still like to 
give you a few tips about paint­ 
ing and papering an Important 
section of your home—the bed­ 
rooms. 


Should Be Restful 
They should be designed as a 
restful spot, not a gay one. 
You'll be surprised how much 
easier it is to fall asleep in a 
properly decorated bedrown. 


Wallpaper or painted walls 
should be blue or green. They 
are much more soothing than 
yellow or red. Paper should be 
soft-tinted and should have a 
simple pattern. Wild figure pat­ 
terns might be “noisy” enough 
to keep you awake. 


Gray or Buff 
The right color woodwork Is 
important, too. I advise against 
a shiny, high-glosa white paint 
for the bedroom. Rather, use 
a flat gray or buff paint. 


There’s a lot to say for wall- 
to-wall carpeting or large rugs 
in the bedroom. If they cover 
the entire floor, and are dark- 
colored. they will absorb both 
light and sound. 
As for window shades, the 
dark green shades are prefer­ 
able to the yellow or tan colored 
ones. The latter are apt to be 
semi-transparent and will admit 
more light than the darker 
colors. 


Rearrange Bed 
Now as long as you are re­ 
decorating. 
there are a few 
other things you can do, too, to 
help you get a better night’s 
sleep. Rearrange your bed, if 
necessary, so you do not face 
any light which may stream 
through the windows. 
Make sure that pictures, mir­ 
rors and any shiny metal ob­ 
jects are not placed so they 
reflect light which might dis­ 
turb your sleep. 
W hat about those of you w'ho 
aren’t redecorating this year 
and still have a difficult time 
getting to sleep because of a 
too light or too gaudy bedroom ? 
Well. I have a suggestion which 
I think might help. 


Eye Cover Helpful 
Use an eye cover. You can 
purchase 
these 
helpful 
little 
covers at almost any drug store 
or medical supply house. If you 
can’t buy one, you can make 
one easily. 
Simply take some black ma­ 
terial of soft texture, shape it 
so that it covers both eyes, then 
attach a piece of soft elastic 
tape. By blotting out all light, 
this mask will do a lot to help 
you get to sleep faster and 
sleep more deeply.

Wayne Morse (D-Ore) 
will lead a Senate investigation 
into why we were not more fully 
aware of the anti-American feel­ 
ing in Latin America.
